That is 
why a City Beautiful Campaign Committee has been organ- 
zed. It is endorsed by the Board of Trade, and is com- 
posed of citizens representing leading organizations of the 
enty. 


In former years there was a Cieen-Up and Paint-Up 
campaign each spring. Every one worked at fever heat for 
two or three weeks. A great deal of valuable work was 
accomplished. But at the end of that time the work of 
peautifying the city was completely forgotten until the fol- 
lowing spring, and then the same feverish activity, and the 
same subsequent forgetting 


The City Beautiful Campaign Committee alms at some- 
thing permanent and enduring. It believes that the work 
done each year should be part of a permanent and well- 
directed and defined plan of city beautifieation, so that in 
a few years we may point with pride to ‘‘somethmmg accom- 
plished. something done,’’ instead of the well-intentioned 
but haphazard work that really leads nowhere.

” LARGE NUMBER OF TREES 


AND ORNAMENTAL SHRUBS 
ARE HARDY IN ALBERTA 


Trees Should Not Be Planted Too Deep—Do Best When 


Planted 


Between First and Second Week in May—Should be Planted 
From 10 to 12 Feet Apart—Shrubs Planted in Clumps 


A study of the trees and shrubs tn 
ecme of the city parks and some of 
the lawns of public buildings reveals 
the fact that the varieties used are 
few in number. On the grounds of 
the Government house at Edmonton 
which are the best i nthe city, the 
principal varieties of decideous trees 
are Russian poplar, Manitoba maple, 
padve birch, ash, elm, and the red 
willow. The golden wiHow and the 
grey willow which are more lige 
ehrubs than trees are also grown and 
by pruning are made to grow in tree 
form. The epruce and Jack pine, both 
natice, are the two varieties of ever- 
greens grown. 

E. J. Stowe who is in charge of the 
gardens at the government house has 
found that all of these varieties are 
absolutely hardy. There are several 
other varieties that are hardy but ure 
dificult to get and more or less ex- 
pensive. The biue spruce and some of 
the pines are very beautiful but have 
to be imported and are fairly high in 


price. The Russian poplar is one of} 


the hardiest and most rapid growing 
varieties and makes a eplendid shade 
tree. 
rapid grower and is more’ favored 
than the Russian poplar. These two 
varieties are often planted alternately 
i nrows, the trees from ten to fifteen 
feet apart in the row, The native 
birch, Mr. Stowe has also found to be 
very hardy and because of the color 
of the bark makes a very ornamental 
tree. The elm and ash are both very 
hardy but ard Gomewhat slower grow- 
ing 

Any of these trees are suitable for 
planting along the front of the lawn, 
along driveways or single trees may 
be planted by themselves in places 
where there is enough 
from the wind. On the front lawn, 
along fences or driveways three or 
four varieties can be planted alterna- 
tely. Birch and Russian poplar, birch 
and elm and many other combina- 
tions can be made. 

Native Varietics 

Moet of the common varieties ean 
be secured from local 
and the native varieties such as the 
spruce and ash can be found fn most 
parts of central Alberta growing 
along the rivers and Jakes. In plant- 
ing trees, the larger the trees up to 
six or eight feet high, the better. 
Irrom six to eight feet, Mr. Stowe has 
found gives the best results. Most of 
the common varieties, however, can 
be grown from cuttings, and where 
a large number of trees are to be 
planted it is the cheapest to plant 
the cuttings.in nursery rows an’ after 
they are a year or two old, to plant

them out In the lawn or where ever it 
is desired. 

Trees should not be planted too 
deep. A mistake that a great many 
make, Mr. Stowe eays is to plant the 
trees too deep, and as a result the 
trees become collared and throw out 
small shoots around the trunk which 
prevents the tree from making a 
normal growth, Planting from an 
inch and a half deeper than it was 
srowing before it was taken up he 
has gound is plenty deep enough. 
The hole dug for the treé should be 
deep enough and wide enough to al- 
low for the roots to read out well, 
and where the soil is hard or has too 
much clay, it is advieable to use good 
black soil from the garden. 

The best time to plant trees, Mr 
Stowe has found, is between the first 
and second week in May. The soi) 
has plenty of moisture at this tine 
and the trees do better than when 
planted later. This also applies to 


shrubs. 
. Shrubs 

In shrubs there are even a larger 
number of hardy varicties than in 
trees. Among the varieties that Mr 
Stowe has bound hardy, are the tar- 
tarian honeysuckle, Japanese Llac, 
English lilac, Japanese maple, 
onia aster willow, spirea, caragana, 
high bus hcranberry, buck thorn and 
the red dog wood. All of these varie- 
ties can be secured locally. Most of 
the shrubs are fairly reasonable in 
price this year, four year old roots 
selling from 50c to $2 or $3 depend. 
fng upon the variety. Most of the 
common varieties are selling at about 
$1 each. The shrubs can be grown 
from seed but it takes from two to 
three years before they are large 
enough to make much of a bush ana 
most peop'e it is the most practicable 


to buy them. 

There are three or four different 
kinds of spireas ali of which are very 
pretty. The red dog wood, the high 
bush cranberry and the buck thorn 
are native to this country and are 
found growing in fairly large quanti- 
fea alone some of the rivers in cen- 
tral Alberts. 

Three or four different varieties 
are usually planted in a clump, the 
taller shrubs fn the center. Mr. Stowe 
finds that the best effect can be ob- 
tained when the clumps are more or 
less irregniar with curves rather than 
straight lines. In curves of a drive- 
way or on either side of the veran- 
dah or in various other places clumps 
of shrubs add much to the appear 
ance, Where the lawn is emall a cood 
bush can be planted on either side of 
the walk. 


EGGS FOR HATCHING SHOULD BE 
FROM STRONG, HEALTHY STOCK 
TO INSURE THE BEST RESULTS 


(By Prof. 8. A. Bergey) 

The essentials for successful 
cubation are (1) eggs possessing 
etfong hatching qualities; (2) correct 
methods of management; (3) a favor- 
able environment. The absence of one 
or more of these factors usualy re- 
sults in a lower per cent of hatchable 
eggs than under normal conditions, 
and quite frequently the chickens 
hatched will not be strong. 
Selection and Oare of Hatching Eggs 

The eggs should be selected from 
parent stock that ‘6 fuliy mature, 
heaithy, and strong :that has been 
given range or at least to have had 
sufficient exercise. It is equally im- 
portant that the birds have been fe 
a good ration including green food 
in some form. 

Physical Character of Uggs

To incubate well, select eggs uni-/ 


form in eize, shape, and shell texture. 
A good etandard is eggs weighing at 
least 25 oz. per dozen or 47 pounds 
net to the 20 dozen case. Abnormal) 
shaped eggs, such as eggs with eccen- 
tric bulges, eggs with thin ehelis and 
lime patches require ag much apace 
as @ good egg and are usua.ly broken 
before the hatch is complete. Also 
from the standpoint of breeding it is 
very important that eggs should be 
selected uniform in eize shape, color 
and shel] texture, 
Care Previous To Incubation 

Eggs which are intended for incu- 
bation should be gathered daily or 
ofteuer in cold weather 60 as to be 
protected from cold and rain’ and 
when not eet at oncce should be 
placed in a clean receptavile in a nice 
cool room. Holding eggs for incuba- 
tion i@ @ necessary evii and eggs more 
than ten days to two weeks old 
should not be set. It is a good prac- 
tice to turn eggs dally if it is necess- 


ary to hold them for more than thres| 


or four days. 
Natural Incubation 


| 


Considering methods and _ results 
there are still quite a few conditions 
in which the hen jas uperior to the 
incubator. Also there is as great an 
Opportunity for choice among hens 
as there is among incubators, 

Where the natural method is em- 
ployed it is important to select a hen 
that is healthy, medium size, quiet 
disposition and unfeatheréd shanke. 
Such a hen as described can easily be 
found among the general purpose 
breeds such as the Plymouth Kocks, 
Wyandottes, Rhode Island Reds, Or- 
pingions, Suesex, etc. Setters chosen 
from the heavier breeds such as the 
Cochin and Brahmas and the like are 
usually quite faithful setters but 
aside from being clumsy. their heavy 
coat of feathers anda feathered shanks 
makes the extermination of lice diffi- 
cult, Hens eelected from the breeds 
such as the Leghorns, Anconas, Min- 
orcas and the like are rather sma!l 
and nervous and quite often prove 
unreliable. Heng that are large and 
heavy as well as hens tha tare too 
nervous and exccitable, often break 
the eggs and sometimes injure Little 
chicks by stepping on them, 

The Nest 

The specific type of nest depends 
entirely on the method employed. 
Where the battery method is used 
nests are usvaljy 12 inches square and 
14 inches high. The general requirg- 
ments of @ nest are that it is roomy, 
cool, well ventilated, protected from 
enemies and secluded. Where only a 
few hens are vet a box made from a 
dry goods box is quite satisfactory. It 
the box nest is too deep the hen in 
returning to the nest {# Mable to 
break the eggs as she jumps down 
into the nest. On the other hand if 
the nest is too shallow the baby 
chicks will jump out at hatching time 
and by their cries will often induce 
the mother hen to leave the nest of 
hatching eggs to care for them.
